Tlie lion, mover said that tho gnminl 
was pretty well covered in the resolu- 
tion it.self, nnd he would tliereforo liave 
very little to s.iy upmi it.

lirouglit in a few .lays ago a 
resolution of anniewhal siniilnr eliaruc- 
ter in reference to tlii; improvement of 
tlK- Fraser river. That iesi)lnliiiij wuh 
line uf great iiiiporianee, not mily to 
the inhaliilants on the banks of 
thut great river but lo the 
whole province and to Canada. The 
present resolntion wus, perhaps, more 
directly important to Victoria than to 
any other part of the province. ' But it 
really bad a much hrouder scope than 
the mere benefit of Victoria. That 
which helped to improve the harbor and 
increase the trade of this port, or any 
other ill tho province, was of dceii im- 
portance to the whole country. \\ ith- 
out liritish Colunihia the Dnniinion of 
Canada woulil be a very one-sided ooini- 
try; this province was a very important 
part of the Dominion, and its reijuiro- 
nieiits shiinld receive proper attention 
from the Federal government.

The changes made in tho tariff can 
hardly be said to be very iiiiporlanl, 
and will not, ne lliinU, very greatly 
lieli) or linrt any Caimdiiui iudnslry. 
Tile object of the >xreater luiniber ol 
these ia lo give greater proteetion lo llio 
farmer. The increased tax ou fioiir is, 
no doubt, a concession to the Ontm ie 
millers. Whether it will. !ujys-.tlw A- 
feet of revii'iBg^'liieir business, wliieli 
they declare to lie langiiisliiiig, we take 
the liln.rt} to duul)t. However, time 
will tell. Tlie increased duties on 
animals and ott meats will press more 
hardly on the inhabitants' of Kritisli 
Columbia' than it will on those of any 
other provinces, for the simple reason 
that they consume more im- 
ported provisions uf all kiiul.-i 
than those of any of them. 
It must be remembered that many of 
the duties are not altogether new. The 
duty has been increased. For instance, 
tho duty on sheep has hitherto been 
twenty per cent. It was raised on 
Thursday to ibirty per eer.l. This in- 
crease of ten per cent, in tile aggregate 
is considerable, Imt il dues not warrant 
the dealers making a large increase in 
the price of the article ou which the 
duty has been raised. British Coluntbia 
is a huge importer of mutton 
in tliu sliape both of sheep 
anil dead meat. Last year we imported 
i;iS,7d'J lbs. of Miiiitoii, llie duly o 
which was $1,3S7, or a cent a pouui 
Tho duty ou mutton has been raised to 
three cents a pound, so that we may 
take for granted that very few carcases 
of mutton will, as long as the turiQ' 
maina as it is, lie iniporled iiiio Hritish 
C'olumbi.i. The dealers will buy their 
mutton hi the Status on thu hoof. Last 
year by far the greater quantity 
ported came in that shape.. - There were 
imported 33,8 16 head of sheep, valued 
at $03,037. The amount of duty paid 
was SI'2,(i07; umler the tariff as it is 
now it would have been .'iiKS.'.dO. The 
increase in tlie [irii e to meet ihe duty 
would be oiiu cent in ten. ll is as well 
that the cuiisumer slnndd know lliis, 
for no doubt representations will be 
. made to him that the increase in the 
price of the mutton he uses 
will be necessarily three cents 
a pound. The increaBc on mutton 
imported as butchi'is meat is only t\v 
cents a pound, and in the shape of sheep 
very little, if any, over one cent 
pound. 

It is contended that the increase of 
duty will encourage the raising of sheep 
on the ranclies of llie province, 
rancher has hitlicito had a duly of 
twenty per cent in his fav 
whether an increase in the import 
duty of leu per cent, will be sufflcieut 
to enable him to go into the business 
of sheep raising with a prospect of pro- 
fit, those ai'i|iiainled with the business 
can best tell. Hut six tlimisand dollars, 
the amount of the diU'ereiu e belwueii 
the duty collected last year ami ihiit 
which will bo collected during the cm 
rent year, provided the import is tin- 
same, scorns to 'be a small sum to elleei 
a change in so large an iiiilustry as th;it 
of ranching.

There is in the new laiill a concession 
lo the iiiiiiera of the Uoininioii. W e are 
informed that "mining machinery noi 
iiianufhctuf cd ' in Ciimula" is to be ad - 
milled free for three years. This is 
Kiiuewliiit indeliiiite. Is the importer 
if luiiiiiig liKichiiiury to he coin[icllcil lo 
[jroce that a parlicuhir loachiiii' or 
piece of muuliiiieiy is not iiianiifucluied 
in Cnuada. This requirement may 
pliice an almost insuperable barrier to 
the inniort of mining inac-liiiiei v from 
ibroad. Il will recjiiire a iniiri"- en 
(iiiry, which it will be very dillicidt to 
make, because those whom be must in- 
terrogate will have a strong niolive to 
{ive him incorrect ihformation. We 
iee that tho Canadian Locomotive nnd 
Mngiiie Company have issued a circular 
leiiying tlie assertion made in a recent 
leliale that mining machineiy coiilil nol 
iie niade in Canada. They submit ii 
ium,' lisl of artiele.s_\vio;dl.-liiev_i're jire- 
pareil lo iiiiinufucture, and which in- 
cludes nearly every article intended for 
mining purposes. . How would such a 
concern answer the questions of the im- 
porters '.' Woiilil its manager givi' such

aila ': Then again, will it be possible 
for this or any other manufacturing con- 
cern before the expiration of the term of 
tlireo years to uuiiiufaeture mining ma- 
chinery of the kind reipiired, ami com- 
pel the miner lo take il without regard 
to its (piality or its adaptibility to the 
work lie has to do, or lo import the 
foreign article. There is nothing easier 
than for the Oovrrnment so to word the 
lirovision,. the .apparent object of whioli 
is to give relief to the minein, as to 

—'"keen llie word of promise lo our ear 
And break il to our liuiie." 

The concession will be really no ciinces 
sioh at 'till, nnleas' the ' word " now " is 
inserted in the clause \vhioii extends it, 
and even then it will not be altogethei 
.satiafactory. The miners of this pro- 
vince, at any rale, would not get any 
more than bare justice if the cl i'ise 
read simply "all milling machinery.'' 
I'.iit if it ia iinjiossible lo obtain that 
iiicusure of juaticu, surely the Minister 
of Finance could be prevailed upon to 
make tho qualification read " not now 
manufactured in Canada." It aeeina to 
us that the iiiiiicra will get no relief 
whatever from the mining machinery 
provision of tl;e tarilf if it reads as it 
has been lelegraplied to us by our 
speisial correspondent. 

We are gliid to see that the changes 
iu the tariff are so few, and that busi- 
ness generally hiis not been thrown into 
confusion, by uiilooked-fur alterations. 
We trust, too, that the changes 
which the policy about to be 
pursued by the American Congress 
have' " made necessary, will, before 
very loiif,', be superseded by a measure 
of reeiprocily, which will be profitable 
to both Catiadii ami the United .Stales. 

A liEVELATlON. 

What hiive those who are always try- 
ing tn show that tlie United States is 
vastly siipeiior to Canada as ,-i plan- 
to make a living lo say lo the 
following resolution moved a wrek or 
two ago in the United Stales Senate by 
Mr. 'Voorheea ';

other over-taxed and underpaid laborers 
of the United States." 

The story whtcl) this resolution tells 
is sadder and more discouraging than 

the most gloomy of the Jeremiads of 
lilue-ruin Canadian oral<irs. Ilisililli- 
cult to believe that it is of the farniiiig 
population of perhaps tho greatest agrl- 
cultaral country iu the world that tliono 
disnial atateiuenti * are made. .Who 
would believo. that the agricultural in- 
toro.stH of ' the country which posseaaes 
.111 alinosfcunbonnded extent of the most 
fertile prairie land cultivated by an in- 
dustrious and inteUi^ciil people are ile- 
prcBted. That tliese farinera have been 
obliged to incur debt^ which they find 
it impossible to pay, and that the mar- 
ket of aixty mlUioiia of which wo have 
lately heard so much does not aHiird 
tlieiii anlliolently roiiiuiiurative juices 
for tho purchiLiiu of the land. 
Tliere mirely must he aomething 
rotten in the Bopnblic of the 
United States when the farmorn 
of the country arc obliged to apjieal to 
tho logisbiture for riiliuf. If what is 
said in CnngrnH.s aboiil the fai iiia of the 
lliiiicid .Slatea had been said in I'arlia- 
incut about tlie fiiriiieni of Canada, a 



crowd of politioians ^voul^l spring to 
their I'eot and tell us that t'le only cure 
for thei evils which produce such lamon- 
ibl'j ii'siilta is I'.'.iuoxution. Hut these 
aiilVcing fi'iriiio.rs, whoso eoi.dition is 
pictured iu .Senato.- Voorhee's resolu- 
tion, have hud annexation and the mar- 
ket of sixty millions and all the other 
advantages which the United States 
has to offer its citizens, and still wu 
hear this dismal cry from their rcpre- 
sohtativea iu Congress. There is surely 
soinething wrong Moiueu here.

MEAT AND BREAD. 

Opinions of Importers of Meat and Unu- 
ulocturers of Flour on the 
Tariff Changes. 

A Colonist ropreaentative yo.storday 
called upon Mohsis. \'anVolkuiiburgh 
and L. Gooducrc, the lurgesG importers 
of live stock and dressed meut, and 
asked them their opinion regarding the 
increase of duty on these articles. 

B. VanVolkonburgTi said that the 
chango in the tariff meant an inerenae of 
about three cents per pound on imported 
meats, and un lulvanco in pttce must bo 
made in ordoi' to cover tlio duty. This 
would not fall heavily on the individual, 
but its ellects upon tbo wlioleaalo trade 
might ho serious. The various nteain- 
ahip lines calling at Vietoria .seonre 1 
their siipplic'j o! meal here now, and 
this was a largi; item in the trade of thi-f 
place. Whether the increase in the 
duty Aould compel ateanisliiiia to buy 
1 heir meats on the .Si.uiid would have 
yet to he delermineil. Their linn ex- 
pected a ahi|miiuit (d dressed meat that 
day by the .San l''raneisc() steamer. 
Under the old rate of duly they would 
have paid .siilK). The change woiilil 
compel them to pay SODO. Of course 
the increase of duly would bavc a 
tendency to hinghten the value of inte- 
rior ranches, and would perhaps eiiiisi^ 
ranchers to introduce .sheep-niiHiiig. At 
the present time his linn used -LOIKt 
sheep monthly, and there was not one 
month's supply in British Colimihia. 
Kanchers diil not favor slieep-raising, 
[(■I' the reasini that one sheep would de- 
:itii/y more feed than three head of cat- 
lie. Isveii if sheep-raising were eii- 
g.iged in it would take some years to 
supply the market, and in the iiiean- 
time Victoria und the other cities of the 
province would have to pay this tax 
upon meal. Although now liflh as a 
custom paying port in Canudu, Victoria 
r.iiiked lirst so far as meat duties WHro 
concerned, and as a eoiLsequence the tax 
would fall heavier liere tli.ui anywhere 
else. '-Why," aaid Mr. VanVolken- 
hiirg, "we freiinenlly supply a steamer 
with live tons oi dressed ineiil,aiidif 
(HI tills they have now to jiay three 
cents additional per pound, you can reiul- 
ily aee that it is a serious mutter. At pre- 
sent, owing to tlie severe winter in the 
interior, we are compelled to import the 
greater portion of our meats from Cali- 
fornia."

T. B. Hall, of Hall, Rross & Co., was 
asked what effect the increase of duty 
on Hour would have in favor of the 
( 'anadian miller.

If the fanners of the 
Isl.ind and interior did no', grow sulli- 
cient wheat to keep the mills supplied 
it W(mhl lie possible to inipoi t frniu Ta- 
coma ami still compete su 'ce.ssfullj- w ith 
the .\niericaii mills. The increase w.is 
slight. I hiring the year ending I.SSil, 
British Cohmibia paid about .'Sl-l, 
IKId in duties on Hour, or 
placing the total ]iopulation at 
l(KJ,(MIO, II cents ])er head. The 
change would increase this amount sup- 
posing a similar ipiantity was iinporleil. 
to '21 cents per bead. The coat of 
strong drinks, not including beer, and 
the duly paid thereon in tT>« proviiu.e 
of II. ('. for llie s.ime year, ainnmited 
to .^'l per head. If 1 1. C, coulil pay 
willingly so heavily for a luxury, the 
small Hour duty would not be noticed. 
With the new flouring mills estab- 
lislipd, British Columbia should produce 
all thu flour consumed within bur 
borders. 

Un being askpd whether the duty on 
uucle.iiied rice would affect their im- 
l>iii is, .Mr. Hall said that their import 
was a I ice, '-'(» por cent of which was 
paddy, and it was permitted to come 
under the hitter head. Paddy pure and 
simple would not be acceiited liy the 
insurance com])auies, and the planters 
were compelled to take oil' a certain por- 
tidii of the hull before shiliinenl. 

.Mr. U.i\i(l Ker, of the .Sa inic'h .Mills, 
wa.-, of o]iiiiiiiii that the increase of duty
